The  "Crude"  rate  represents  the  actual  figures  obtained 
by  arithmetic  proportion. 

The  "Corrected"  of  "Standardised"  rate  takes  into 
account  the  difference  in  the  distribution  of  the  various 
age  groups  and  the  proportion  of  the  sexes  in  Ashburton 
as  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country  and  gives  a truer 
comparison  between  the  state  of  affairs  in  this  Urban 
District  and  that  in  the  larger  units.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  practically  without  exception 
Ashburton  children  are  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and 
immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 
Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  started  this  year  and 
all  children  in  the  accepted  age  group,  whose  parents 
consented,  completed  the  course  of  two  injections. 
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In  general,  I am  happy  to  report  that  the  public 
health  of  the  community  remains  good,  and  I would  like 
to  conclude  with  a word  of  thanks  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  who  has  given  his  help  and  advice  so  readily 
in  Public  Health  matters,
